Applicants note that the above-designations do not entirely track the categories 
proffered by the Examiner. However, Applicants have made these designations to 
clarify some confusion resulting from the Examiner's designation of species. For 
example, Figs. 2-1 1 do not show an overall attenuator (Category 1) with a mounting 
structure. Conversely, Figures 2-1 1 do show a crash cushion (category 4), as do 
Figures 32, 33-35 and 36-37 (generic representation). In addition, the Examiner has 
not referred to the embodiment of the interface yoke element having an elongated slot 
as shown in FIGS. 1 and 25, or the yoke embodiment shown in FIG. 38. 

After election, claims 1-6, 8-13, 15-27 and 29-35 are generic with respect to 
all of the above-referenced species proposed for election, and claims 7, 14 and 28 
read on the elected species. Accordingly, all of the claims should remain in this 
application for examination.
